As soon as be vas large enough, he statte'd , 
Tiortins ^it-ound rodoos and sporting events, selling refrei^hinent's., Bt' 
al^o sold banners at conventions, and scalped tickets for Tariouk,. .

RUBY denied 
being in Houston, TeKa?, on that dare. Agent MOORE said 
that the Information RCBt was in Houston on November 21, 
1963 9 was false and did n^^t come from Secret Service. 
He stated the Information cane from a photograph of RUBY 
which was observed in a Houston paper by an unidentified 
cooplainant. 

MOORE said in interviews conducted with RUBY 
by Secret Service Agents RUBY was asked a specific question, 
after which RDEY would talk profusely. HOORE said efforts 
were aade to confine R0BY to an anstwr to- tbe qpestlon. . 
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which had been the li**t« for the Set- ret Service Interview , 
but WVt contlnoed taHdng Icmg after the question had 
been answered MnOKR »ald mm talked about the famllv 
of President JOHN F. »NNF,DY, hl» gtUf over their loss, 
and RU&Y cUlned he UUed I£E HAIIVnr 08WLD because he 
is an American and he did not want Mrs. KENRRDY brought 
back to Dallas as a vitness in the trial of a "no good 
bastard lite OSUALD." WJiH t->ld Sectet Service Agents 
as a Jev> he knev right frnn wrong and "he had the guts 
t£> do scnething about It ." He further ^stated he"wancod 
to prove t© the world that a Jew has guts." Agent MOORE 
said the foiegolng statoment was as close to R'iBVs actual 
statement as he could recall , stating it »as "something 
of that nature." 

Agent MOOBF, said In the interviews with RUH 
he was advised on several ot-casions that the Secret 
Service was not interviewing him cn a Dallas police 
matter; however ^ R^^S^ would continue to talk about dif» 
ferenc phases of the case. Agent MDORE said that HVSY 
Jumped around a lot in his answers, and he would raibl* 
iron one subject to another in the interviews. 

iltMt KXHB furnlabed tba XMults of an In- 
terview with BOBl's sister as follovs: 

"Eva Grant, 3929 Rawlins Avenue, Apt. 1, 
telephone LA 6-6258, was interviewed December 1, 
i, aad 6, 1963 aad itatad tint Moetiat la 1947 
while she was preparing to open the Singapore Supper 

Club, 1717 S. Ervay St., Dallas, she met Paul Roland 
Jones through a chiro;tractic doctor, Waldon Duncan, 
kWlth whom she was going at the time. She understood 
I that .Tones was in the brokerage business and chat be 
i\Walt in eggs and metals. Jones frequently used her 
telepbooe, paying her for ai^ long distance calls. , 
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"During this tine Jack Ruby icet Jones. Jones advised 
Mrs, Grant against going Into the night club business as 
he believes it was too toxigh for her and suggested 
that she stick to selling. He suggested several 
business deals to ber, one of which Involved iron 
pipe which was In demand at the time. Jones said he 
had access to thousands of feet of IV plpe which was 
stared in a warehouse at Ardmore, Oklahoma. He gave 
her a sample about 6' long which she mailed to her 
brother, Hyman Rubenstein, in Chicago. As a result of 
this transaction, both Jack and ^ynat were questioned 
by Narcotics Agents. An agent interrogated Mrs. 
Grant at Dallas and suggested that she contact the 
Chicago Narcotics office on her next visit to that 
city. She did so, possibly four or five months 
later. At Chicago, she stated, she was shown books 
of photographs hi't recognized only one - that of 
Jones.

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JACK L. RUBY was interviewed in an interview room 
located on floor 5-M of the Dallas County Jail» Dallas, Texas. 
His attorneys, KELVIN BELLI, San Francisco, California; 
JOE TONAHILL, Jasper, Texas; SAM BRODY, Los Angeles, California, 
and WILLIAM CHOULOS, San Francisco, California, were present* 
The interview commenced at 1:50 PM and continued until 3:3D PM, 
when RUBY went to the rest room. It was resumed again at 3t34 PM ' 
and continued until 5:00 PM. 

JACK L. RUBY was advised by SA C. RAY HALL that he did 
not have to nake any statement. He was reminded that his attenwyf 
were present, and that any statements he made in answers to 
questions could be used against him In a court of law.

On the night of Wednesday, November 20, 1963, he was at 
his club, the Carousel Club, in Dallas, Texas. He thinks he closed 
the club at about 2:00 AH on November 21, 1953. One of his dancers, 
called "LITTLE LYNN", drank some champagne before closing, and when 
she started home she got sick and passed out at Nichols Brothers 
parking garage near his club. He thinks this occurred after

TRAMMELL went up to -see LAMAR HUNT and after RUBY 
completed his business with his attorney regarding some "^ax 
matters, he waited around the cigar stand in the lobby for a 
while for. TRAMMELL to come down, but she did not, so he left and 
went to the Carousel Club* When he got to the club, one of hla 
eaployate named LARRY was there. 

LARRY was a young boy whom he had seen at the Stats 
Fair of Texas, and he gave LARRY a job at the Carousel Club 
after the fair closed. He had asked LARRY to build a crate 
so he could ship a dog to a friend of RUBY's, AL GRUBERi who 
lives on Olympic Street in Los Angeles. California, LARRY hftd 
not built the crate, so he got after him for not having doni 
what he had asked him to do.

Heexplained that he has known 'GORDON MC LENDSN, owner

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xwdio station have been good about giving him free plugs when 
he was trying to get started with his clubs, and he just wanted 
to de »fr»ntliTlH for them because he knew they would be working 
iBte. Be ealled eORDON HC LENDON's home, from Phil's Delicatessen, 
in order to get a number at the radio station so he could talk to 
the aea on duty there. The daugbter gave hia a auabar, and be 
told her he Has going to take scm sandwidiss to llie radio 
station, but the daughter told hia her aother bad already sent 
some food up there. KUBY oallad the nuabsp he had gotten, bttt 
it was a wrong number. 

He picked up his sandwiches and discovered they had made 
only eight, when he ordered ten. He drank a soft drink, then left 
with his sandwiches and drove downtown, driving up Conmierce Street 
and parking across from the City Hall. He decided to go to the 
Police Department to try to locate some newsmen from KLIF in 
order to obtain the unlisted phone number for the radio station.

KNIGHT cane by and let him inside. They all went upstairs, 
and the employees on duty ate the sandwiches. RUBY left Radio 
Station KLir at about 3:00 AM on November 23, 1963, anfLdroye^Jo 

jthe Dallas Times Herald newspaper building.' He went inside and 
talked to an employee named FAT GADOSU and gave FAT a twist 

[board, an exerciser. eADOSH i> tha peveon at the nampapar Mho 
takai ruby's ads for his elubSr 

He talked with GADOSH about the advertisement in. the 
Dallas Hpming Mews, by BERNARD WEISSMAH, that was critical of 
President KEMNEDY. GAOOSH told RUBY not to worry about the ad, 
baoansa tba Dillaa Hnnting Haws ms suffering snongh for oarrying 
snob n ad. - lUBY got bis ad takan ears of and drove toward bona. 

'. SWiils .driving home, RUBY thought of tha siatlapity 
batween .the BERNARD WEISSHAN advertisement and a sign he. had 
seen idiieh read, 'Impeach EARL WARREN*. Be drove hone and 
awalcsned GEORGE SENATOR and asked SENATOR to go with him. He 
called tbe Carousel Club and awakened his employee, LARRY, and 
lasked.LABKY if he knew how to operate a Polaroid camera. LAHRY 
\said he could operate the camera, so he told LARRY he would be 
down to pick up LARRY and the camera. RUBY and SENATOR then 
drove to the Carousel Club sometime about 4 '.00 or 6:00 AH on 
November 23, 1963, and picked up LARRY and the camera. They 
drove to Central Expressway and Ross Avenue, whare they found 
a sign, about 2 feet by >t feet, on top of a Totter Steal Cespany 
slgi^ which read "Impeach EARL WARKEN*!, and at tha bottoa -of -this 
sign was "Box 17S7, Beltham, Mass." 

They took some photographs of this sign, and RUBY then . 
raaambared that the BERNARD HSISSIUI) ad had tha addreas "Box 1792) 
Siaias, ftasa'i'ifo nmi dtoW to. tiM- llaln Post Office in DaUa's y 
and looked at Post Off loa BoK'17t2. SBBY askad a man on doty at 
tbs post office for the naae of tba man lAo bad Post Office Bos 
i7(Z, bat'ths man told' hia hs oonld -not give RUBY the name of 
'tbs bos hoUsrw . They left' and asBt to-ths -Southland Hotel 
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Coffee Shop, where RUBY talked for a few minutes with the 
owner, a van believed to be named UEBB. RUBY said as a 
patriotic American he was so upset and intense over the sign, 
antl-tha ■ advertisement critical of President KENNED? ^ '.that:. he 
could not eat anything but drank some orange juice at the 
coffee shop. They left the coffee shop and dropped off LARRY 
at the Carousel Club at about 6:00 AM. As he got out of the 
Bar, LARRY told RUBY that he supposed RUBY was not going to ^ 
Ited, and RUBY told LARRY that he was not going to bed, RUBY v 
and SENATOR drove on to their apartment and went to bed. \,

At about 8:30 AH on November 23, 1363, LARRY phoned / 
SUBX and atkad hia what kind of dog food ha wanted. RUBY said / 
that tefon ha roalind that ha had told LARKy ha mm not gafM/ 
to bed, he talked real ugly to LASnr. 8a foond oat later thAr 
LARRY left the ken to the Caroiunl Club aaxt door and left 
tern without telling XUBX he ww-^aaxtog or Hhai^ ha «aa goingt 
' RUBY got up at aboutVll:00 or 11:30 AM and got dreaied wid 
' drove downtown. He decided to stop and look at all the wrea the 
that had been placed on the side of the street near where 
President KENNEDY had been shot. He looked at--the wreaths, then 
went over to talk to Police Officer CHANEY, who was on duty 
there, and talked with CHANEY for a' few minutes, but choked up 
and left because he did not want CHANEY to see him crying. He 
went on up the street and met WES WISE, of KRLD television station* 
and talked to WISE for a few minutes. He drove on away and as he 
was leaving he noticed that Captain FRITZ and Chief of Police 
CURRY were walking around the aoene of the aiaaielnation. He 
backed up and told WISEi *Ibere goea FRITZ and CUXSy*. Be than 
drove on home. 

Later on in the afternoon he drove ba'ck downtown and 
went to Sol's Turf Bar and talked with a man named BELLOCHIO, 
or something like that, who was in the place, and also talked 
to his accountant, ABE KLEINMAN, who was in the place. He 
showed them photos that he had taken of the sign "Impeach EARL 
WARREN", and they talked, about that. BELLOCHIO was talking 
about the bad publicity that Dallas would get because Presidenf 
KENNEDY had been klUed in Dallae and said he would probably 
have to- leave torn. lUBY minded hia that ha had aadc hie 

' 'money In Dallas and shoald net leave Bo»> BELUCHie «natad one 
of the photos that DOR had takeat but JUKI would not -give hia 
a photo. Hhile-in-this bar nmt eaUed his attomayt SXMtl-Eir 

' ^KAUFtlAN, and he-toU-SIAirLEX about the photos. RUBY was in 
Sol's lurf Bar about forty-five alautesi tbsD left seaetiae 
bktwmn ItOO aadlioe PH oo tbe aftsraooB of Xoveaber 28,a9t8, 
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He does not remember exactly where he went . -. 
when he left but may have gone by the Lacy Building to see his^ 
tailor, but he then went back to the Carousel Club and then on 
home. Hie employee ANDY at the Carousel Club cailed-Mm-about 
. 6:00 PH and wanted to leave, but RUBY told ANDY to stay at the 
\ club to answer kny incoming telephone calls. He stayed home 
' until about Hi 00 PM, when he went to the Pago Club. He sat 
' down at a bac}c table and ordered a Coke. BOB NORTON, the manager, 
came over and told RUBY that he was going to close the club but 
had been told to keep it open. RUBY told NORTON that was all 
right, he could do whatever he wanted to do, but he-had closed 
his clubs. RUBY left there after he finished. his Coke and drove 
to his Carousel Club. h< stayed around there for a little while, 
then drove home because he was not interested, in any gaiety. He 
did not go to the Cabana Motel and visit a club there. 

RUBY said that on the morning of November 21, 1963, 
'he got a call from one of his dancers called LITTLE LYNN, who 
has been a pain to him because of her actions, and she said she 
; .needed some money for her landlord. On Friday night, November. 22 ■ 
1^ '• ^^963, he had to give her $5.00 so she could get home. He. did no t 
■; want her to come by his apartment to get the money. .becausa-heF" 
■''■>■ • husEano would come with her and KUBY did not like her husband. 
"' ' He told LYNN he would send her some money by Western Union to 
' Tort Worth, Texas. He had a lot of money with him that he had 
for a deposit to pay hi* excise tax, so he (ot his revolver and put' 
it in hii rtgU front trouMr poekat. a* uid he never oanKUd tb» 
gim in hii coat poakvt basniM it Hoald fat ble.eoat out of shapci 

He said bs had no pamit to earn a gun and had no -card 
.or badge as any kind of Mn ,\auf jWwuaffLWttli l iM lt IBtmiVf'tSf 
Ua nambag- oi . officers of the Dallas Police Bapartaant Knew ha had a 
MgWb aa nealled that a couple of tiMs't&a peilM dtflosM-had 
taken him -cut of jail an,d given his gun baok to him. R* did not 
recall the aaMS'Of these offiear*. He aaid that being around 
clubs and' oamylng mea^p^t was Ilk* a Jsagla vith all the 
stickups-^ha oarraed:l)ia Ta«alvaV'«han ha had aoney on his person. 



He left his apartment, get in his ear- and started to

. driveway, he stopped and talked to a neighbor, name unknown but 
<**■ Irtw is the father-in-law of Police Officer BUDDY MUENSTES. RUBY 
had. his dog in the oar with him. He drove toward town on the

I Ke drove on up Main Street and as- he passed the City HalX he 

! netieed a nuBd>er of people around there. Just before he reached 
the next corner^ he made an Illegal left turn into a parking lot 
aeross the >treet froa the Western USios Office and parked his 
oar ttova. i K left klg* dS( iiTliU SBrv Ha than walkad upom 
tha (traat aad aaM- a aanajr order for $!S.00 to UTIU txm at 

•Fort Vprtb* 

After sending the telegram, he left the Western Union 
office and walked west on the same side of the street, toward 
the City Hall, located on the next comer. Before he reached 
the Police Department building, he noticed a police officer 
standing at the entrance to the ramp going into the basement 
from Main Street, but he did not know the police officer. Just 
before he reached that point, a police car came out of the 
basement, and he recognized the driver of the police car as 
Lieut. PIERCE. He explained he has known Lieut. PIERCE for 
twelve or fourteen years. PIERCE did not look toward. him or 
speak to him and RUBY did not speak to Lieut. PIERCE. RUBY 
could not recall seeing anyone else in the police car with 
Lieut. PIERCE in either the front or back seat of the police car. 

As. the police car driven by Lieut. PIEBCE came out of 
the basement rai^, the officer on duty at the entrance stepped 
.bade and wOked.tomrd.the aab next to tht ttraat, with hU 
^tbaek toward RUBIC. At the polios ear got even with this offiotri 
Utha effiotr stooped down and looked Inside the oar. At ahoot 
'"tiiia tlM, KUBY.had reached the entrance to the Main Street 
ranp, and he took in the movenent of the police ear and the 
officer on dnty at the ramp, with a quick glance. Without 
breaking his stride or hesitating, RUBY turned to his left and 
walked down the raap into the basement. As he entered the 
ramp, he does mt iweall seeing any person standing arooai the 
entrance^ and ba doas net know a foiaer police effloev aaMd 
DANIELS. 

RUBY said he 'is positive he did not have either of 
his hands in any- of his pockets~either coat or trouser pockets— 
when he entered and walked down the ramp^ He .did not look behind 
him to see which* way the police car went when it entered- the - 
street, and-^ he did not look behind hia to see whether anyone 
obeervad hia eBtering'the Haseaenti. IHBX aoid be had no kind 
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of press caxdor any other kind of identification on the outside 
of his coat, and he exhibited no identification to anyone to 
gain entrance to the basement < 

Just as he got to the bottom of the ramp, RUBY said, 
"A person who pops out with two men; that is all I can remember i 
naturally 1 know who he is; to me, he had this smirky, smug, 
vindictive attitude; 1 can't explain what impression he gave me, 

but that is all I can , well, I juat lost my senses; the next 

I knew 1 was on the ground and five or six people were on top of 
me". RUBY said that as he was going down the ranp he spoke to no 
one and no one apoke to hia. Ha did not raoognln anyone in the 
eroKd there, and he did net stop and stand behind anyone. 

RUBY was asked why he killed OSWALD, and he said, "I 
was in mourning Friday and Saturday. To me, when he shot before 
. ' ae like hs did, something in my insides tore out, and 1 just went 
\ blank. Tcae, he represented—I'll go back a little.JblW" I 
\ listened toja eulogy Saturday nomingk I am sure,^and I heard . , , 
Ntabbi «IEVaMMI speak about our President.— Ba. said, ' Here is a j^l « 
\ MB that toagst in aU battlai, bat ha didn't have a ohaaoe to i 
' fight bare, be net shot fre> the rear' . I have been areunit paqoa . 
. that are so snug and hard. Than about OSWALD being assooiated 
'.«lth Cooaunism, and how he blealshed this beautiful eltyt and Mrs. - 

XEKMEDX having to ooae back to the trial. I told no one I was 
. going to kill blB, No one knew I was going to shoot him. 1 didn't 
diseuss aartting with anyone about shooting him. No police 
off leap assisted ae in any way, or did, or said anything to 
suggest ay shooting OSHAU). I remembered HULLINAX, a police 

- . officer Who was killed, and NUIXINAX was a friend of mine. I did 
not know J. D. TIFPIT. I knew a TIFPIT on the police department, 
but be was In the Spaelal Ser«loa Bureau, and be was not the TIFFIT 

' that was klUad. I did not know ths UPPIT that was klilad." 

RUBY said he has never had any serious illnesses or 
hospitalizations and does not have a steel plate in his head. 
He volunteered his aether had previously been committed to an 

- Insane asylua. He profassad to know of no otbar history of aental 
illness In his faally. 

' RUBY stated he was bom in Chicago in 1911. He s^ent 
four or five years in various foster homes in -Chicago, -mentioning 
that his father was an alcoholic. He said the father's alcoholic 
habits contributed to hla aotbar's asntal oenditioaa -aXoag with 
her problems in "the elMBgs of llf*". ' Ba aald ha Taairined la 
Chicago until 1933.

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• He said that in 1933 he, one AL , DUNN, MAURY (last name 
. not recalled) and a third person, whose name he. could not imme- 
diately recall, went to Lob Angeles, California, where they sold 
"Collier's Tip Sheet", which he described as a handicapper's 
tip sheet for horse raceSo He said their arrival in the Los 
Angeles area coincided, as he recalled, with the opening of the 
Santa Anita Race Track, He related they remained in the Los 
Angeles area for a few months only and during the same year, 
1933, went to the San Francisco area, where he at first engaged 
in similar activities at the Bay Meadows Race Track. Subsequently, 
be s^ld aubscriptlons to Hearst nempaMn, tha San nwneisoo 
Examiner and San Francisco Call Bullitln, oovarlng San Franelioo 
and snail toMns in the general area* 

Be said he renained In San Tkonciseo until 1937 and 
returned to Chicago and was unemployed for a considerable peried< 
In 19m, he related, he, his brother EARL RUBY, HARRY EPSTEIN, 
MARTY SHARGOL (Phonetic) and MARTY GIMPLE "went on the road" 
selling punch boards and small cedar chests in numerous Eastern 
and New England states. He specifically mentioned the states of 
New York, Connecticut and Pennsylvania, He said he had no fixed 
addraaa during this period, that the group lived in various hotels,' 

RUBY related that in late 1941 he returned to Chicago 
and continued his business of selling punch boards, primarily 
through nail orders. He aentloned an advertisement was run in 
BUlbqard magazine in this regard. He mentioned that daring this 
period be beeaas vesy elesaly aasoeiated with Am HAXME, a 
muiioian. . 

RUBX stated he remained in Chicago until 1M2. He said 
his brother SAMUEL was in military service, stationed at Jefferson 

Barracks in the St. Louis area. He said he went to St. Louis and 
spent a week or two there, to be near hie brother. His brother 
EARL, he related, was at the time' in the U. S. Kavy, stationed 
at Dutch Harbor, He said he sold punch boards- tthilc in the 
St; Louis area. He said he returned to Chicago in 19>)2 and "hung 
, around home,"'mentioning. specifically the area of Division and 
Bamon-StreetSi He said be bad.bad:diffioultiea with his previous 
partners : in tbs pimeh board. business, 
t ■ 

In the period 19it2-19<43, he operated out of Globe Auto 
Glass Company, owned by one HORRIE KELLMAN, He mentioned that his 
brother HXMAII had, donng this period, been released from military 
ssrviotra* bsing-*too oU*a Be. said that he pertenaUy .entered 
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the military service in ISfa and remained until 1946. 

RUBY said that in 1916, on being discharged from 
military duty, he returned to Chicago and "prospered" in his 
mail order business involving punch boards and miscellaneous 
itemSg He said his sister EVA had for sofne time been wanting 
to operate a night club in Dallas and had moved to Dallas from 
California 0 He said he in the meantime had had some friction 
with hie brothers and had sold his interest in their mutual | 
business of selling punch boards and other items to the brothers. 

He said he sent money to his sister EVA for a lease on 
a building in which to open a club. Be said he at that tine was 
livini at the Ooniren Hotel, CUcago, having saved some aoney. 
■ He aald'for ■ bplef period he was associated with one PIHXIE 

; BA8H0OD, who lived in Detroit, ia the. prcaation. of. ifoookirare*. 

Ihia wae.mt. «. ■ueeeMful veatur*. 

He said that in 1917 he moved to Dallas to be associated 
' with EVA in the night club business. He returned to Chicago, how- 
ever, in the same year in a few months in an effort to enter into 

various twrohandiaing deals". Being unsucotssful, he returned to 

DellBi ia 1W7 and het lived in Dallas continuonsly since. 

' RUBY said he went broke in the night club business in. 

1952 and had a "mental breakdom''. He continued along this line 
by saying he was "mentally depressed" and that he "hibernated in 
the Cotton Bowl Hotel" for three or four months, declining to see 
his friends. He said he went back to Chicago briefly and bis 
brother EARL tried to help him out financially. He returned to 
Delias, however, in 1962. 

i RUBY said his first ventures in Dallas' ware the Bob 

I Hills Rush Boom and Silver He said that WIUJE EFSTEIH 

and KAKiy SIHPIE «Mre associated with his in the Silver Spur 
' ' and it was at the Silver Spur that he went broke. He said after 
- " Us "comeback" he tried operating the Silver Spur again. -In 1(S2- 
■XWt he operated the Ervay Theater, a ■otlon picture house, 
- ■ "briiafly. In 19S3 he beooae a ss o c ia t ed -in the-Vecear.eioband 
' Utanando'a' Bidaamy*. 

'I* In 19S6 he sold his interest in the Silver Spur. He 
related that in 1969-1960 he persuaded his brother EARL to COM 
to Dallas and to assist in establishing the Sovereign Club. 
EABL did not raaain in-'Dallaai homvar. He aaid the Sovereign 




in 

■■ Club, esfablished as a private club, became the Carousel, which 
oont^lnues to operate. 

RUBY said he has not been associated with or operated 
any night clubs except in Dallas, Texas. 

RUBY stated that he visited a friend of his brother in 
Windsor, Ontario, Canada, in 1929-1930 for two or three months. 
In 1933, when en route to California on a brief trip, he went 
across into Mexico at Juarez. He said this was purely a "tourist" 
trip of short duration. He said he has never been in Mexico 
otherwise and has never been outside the Continental United States, 
•xeept as indicated above and below. He said he has never been in 
Honolulu, Hawaii. 

RUBY related that in August 19S9 hs went to Havana. 
Cuba, to see J,.,C..HC WILLIE, who was "aoM sort of « (ood will 
man" for th^Tropicana, a gambling sBtabllBhaant. He said KC WILLIE 
sent hinTa plane ticket and he lived at the Tbsca Apartnents with 
^$.4(fLLIE-for a period of eight to ten days. He said he spent all 
his time in Havana except to go -to 'a small area on one occasion 
with "one of the FOX brothers", who owned the Tropicana. He said 
his trip to Cuba was completely non-political and that he has had 
no correspondence with persons in Cuba. He said MC WILLIE is now 
. at tb* Ihunderbird Hotel, Las Vegas, Nevada. 

' RUBY stated he has not been a member of any political 
associations, clubs or organizations. He said his brother HYMAX 
was at one time interested In politics in Chicago in a small way* 
He said he may have belonged to B'nai B'rith and the "Jewish 
Welfare Fund". He said he has never been a member of the 
Communist Party or any "front" organizations, that he has had no 
nembevship In, or affiliation with, or interest in "Fair Flay fop 
' Cuba' or any othw- Cabas oPfUlMtion of any typ*. 

Wttt volnntmrad that sobs years ago, "at a time when 
CASTRO was popolar in tha Unltad States", he read of an individual 
in the vicinity of Houston, Texas i having been engaged in "gun 
running to CASTRO" . Be said^ he attempted by telep hone to get in 
i tguohwith this individual . as ;he 3rag.-inr'°^nd_.!;maki ng a bu ck" by 
1 possibly-acqulrlHg s'ooe Jeeps or other^ similar equipm^J^Ktoh 
\ he~mT."ghI_sell"t O'T)erso n8 interested in their importation^ to- Cuba, 
iHe said notliing came of ~thi8. 'He said^Tie had' "never attendeT any 
meetings concerned with "gun running", smuggling of persons in 
or out of Cuba or- otherwise in- relation to Cuban affairs, 

RUBY said he was associated in about 1937 in Chicago 
witb-tba Serap- Iron- and- Junk Dealers -Iteieo bat hm otherwise had 
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no other direct asBOciation with any union except Ainerican Guild 
of Variety Artists, the latter in connection with his night club 
buslnsBseB, 

RUBY stated that during the summer of 19B3 he took a 
trip to Houston, Texas, en route to Edna, Texas, where he visited 
CANDY BARR, a former Dallas strip tease figure who had just been 
released from the Texas State Penitentiary. He said he gave 
CANDV a dog as a present. He said he went on to New Orleans on 
this same trip, his purpose being to attempt to engage the sep> 
vices of "JADA", a stripper who had been performing in New 
Or leans. 

He said that in the sumner of 1963 he flew via American 
Air Lines to New York City, Where he renained for two or three 
days at the new Hilton Hotel, He said his purpose was to see 
JOE 6LASER, a booking agent, and to see offieials of taariean 
Guild of Variety Artists in order to register ooa^lalnts relative 
to ooivetitors in Bellas. Be said he travelog alone. On this 
trip, he recalls having run into 'DANTE", a magician, in an 
"autoaat and having visitsd or contacted BARNEY BOSS, former 
well-known prize fighter whom he had known in Chicago, He said 
on the return to Dallas he went via Chicago and that members of 
his family joined him briefly at O'Hare Field, the Chicago 
airport. RUBY said he could recall no other travel outside of 
Dallas during 1963. 

He mentioned having been in New York, Joplin, Missouri; 
Tulsa, Oklahoma, and Chicago in 1956 when he was attempting to 
promote a young Negro tap dancer and drummer named NELSON, also 
known as "LITTLE DADDY". He said this trip lasted several weeks. 

He related that he was in Hot Springs , Arkansas , in 
19S6, as he recalls, having flown there to attend the races. He 
said he believed he was in Little Rock during the saBe trip 
briefly. He said he was in Las Vegas, Nevada, in 1887 and does net 
recall having been there since that tine. 

BUST stated that no police officers accompanied him on 
(the trip to Hot SprlagSi msntioned above, and that he had never 
.beeB.Otttstda tin City ox IUlas with any Dallas law enfereagaat 
'offioers. He said ha had never employed any Dallas policeman 
in any. of his clubs, -although he had employed "Special 'Officers**. 
For the services of the latter, he paid the City of Dallas, and 
the City in turn paid the 'Speolal Officers'* in question. He said 
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Iw had never given money or other things of value to officers 
of the Dallas Police Department except bottles of whiskey at 
Christmastime to some. He said he had also had a practice of 
admitting officers to his clubs without cover charge and having 
given "special prices" on drinks) for example, he would give 
officers beer for HO oenta a battle, lAart his usual prlee was 
more. He (aid he had oavar asSiad any spaoial favora fi«a any 
police personnel. 
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
